Pur* Food, 
: 


Th« subject of puro food It of great 


Importance and should hare your early; 
mi ««rlotis consideration, ait It In th*1 
Mr '•( the state to SMI to It that the 


tie arc protected from Impure food,; 


adulterated food, and food from which 
the nutritious quality has been taken. 
I recommend that the pure food laws 
bo extended so as to Insure to th« 
people pure and wholesome food pre- 
pared In a linnttary way. In order to 
provide the greatest possible protec- 
tion to the health of all the people of 
the commonwealth, legislation should 
be enacted prohibiting absolutely any 
and «very adulteration in food an4 
drink. 


Public School*. 


TJhe now school code ban gone into 


effect everywhere efficiently, and has 
bi?>n unstained by the courts with no 
Important exception. It Is therefore 
urged that no changea In the school 
laws bo made until tho code has had 
• reasonable time to be fully tested 
by experience. 


Tho state board of education has 


been especially helpful to the school 
districts of the HUttc. The provision 
contained In the code for the,estab- 
lishment of a school fund Is commend- 
ml, and all the sources' of this fund 
u, provided thould be kept free from 
any 'encroachment or diversion. 


Tho state normal schools should be- 


come the property of the state, for the 
reason that the plan contained in th* 
codo will make thorn of more service 
In the general preparation of teach- 
ers; nnd for the further reason that 
most of this property has been paid 
for by tho commonwealth nnd should, 
therciore, belong to it rather than Mr 
private IndlvUluftla. 


Tho policy of the state nhould b< 


continued in making liberal appropria- 
tions for the maintenance of the public 
school system, as no appropriation Is 
more far-reaching and Important In Us 
rtfmiltg. 


Board of. Charities. 


Attention Is called to tho supervis- 


ion of the state charities, and to the 
functions of the board of public char- 
ities. 


The present system In fundamen- 


tally one of local control and responsi- 
bility. Strictly slate Institutions are 
under the management and control of 
boards of trustees who are appointed, 
In thu main, by the governor. 
The 


trustees selected are, as a rul-1, from 
tho district or locality In which the 
Institution Is located. These men serve 
without pay, and It would be a mis- 
take, In my jiiriKtnont, to deprive the 
stnto of their services. 


The semi-state Institutions and wbal 


aro known as private charities are 
managed nnd controlled by boards or 
trustees or directors who are elected 
or appointed by the charitable, bonov- 
olctit and Keneroun people who Incor- 
porated or Instituted, them. Thoy have 
been organized to caro for the help- 
lews and dependent, and aro managed 
and conducted, generally, by many of 
.the beat men and women (if tho cou 
munttles In which they are located. 


Mniiy ol the persons who control 


those Institutions not only give their 
services .free, but contribute gener- 
ously from their private means for 
their support. 
Tho' function of tho 


board of public charities Is not, as 
many suppose, to control tho manage- 
ment or to supervise tho Internal af- 
fairs of those Institutions. The board 
has been given nlaolute vlsltorlnl pow- 
er, am! la authorized to oxamlne nnd 
Inquire Into the conditions, methods 
of government, ofllclal conduct, llnan- 
cos. and all mattom pertaining to gen- 
eral management. 


Appropriations to Charity. 


Thtt appropriations to tho charitable 


Institutions not under state control 
have been a, substantial help,In the al- 
leviation of the sufferings of many 
thousands of unfortunates who, it de- 
prived of this aid, Would have been 
iiulpless. Pennsylvania has stood as 
an exemplar to other states In this 
great benevolence, culling tor tho ex- 
penditure of. millions of dollars, and 
should continue BO to stand; but these 
appropriations should be granted upon 
the basls(of aervlco rendered nnd tho 
cost ot free hospital daya In connec- 
tion with tho freo service should be 
provided for. Tho observance ot this 
rule would result In an equitable dlvl- 
iiicm of appropriations. 


The legislature at Its last session 


kept 
Its 
appropriations 
practically 


within the revenue of 'the state, and 
It is hoped that the sanite plan will bo 
followed at this session, 


' 
The State'* Dependents. 


In your work for tho welfare of the 


state, the problem ot caring for Its 
dependents should not be overlooked. 
Solutions of this gror.t problem are 
ottered on every hand by thoso who 
are .deeply Interested In the work. 
This subject should b« studied thor- 
oughly; nothing should bo done has- 
tily. In order that this question may 
receive the most searching investiga- 
tion," so that the firmest foundation 
tor after work may bo laid, I recom- 
mend that tho entire matter bo rc- 


I 


ferred to a. commtmloa- - created by 
legislative enactment. Invested with 
the power and authority to investigate 
and consider all phase* of the ques- 
tion and report Its finding* and recom- 
mendation* to the general assembly. 


Ccateivlll*. 


In the comparatively recent j:cue of 


Commonwealth vs. Molr, 199 Pr. 6-41 
(1901), our supreme court, reaffirming 
a well-established principle of',con«tl- 
tutloual law, held that: 
; 


"Municipal corporations are agents 


ol the atate Invested -with certain sub- 
ordlnate govern mental function!, for 
reasons of 
convenience and public 


policy. 
They are created, governed 


and tlie extent of their' powers deter- 
mined by the legislature, subject to 
change, repeal or total abolition, at 
Its will. They hare no rested rights 
In their offices, their charter^, their 
corporate powers, or even their cor- 
porate existence." 
"...,'' 


I believe that this authority ot tho 


legislature should be Invoked ;wlth re- 
spect to the borough of Coatesvllle, 
and that her charter be taken away. 
Governmental functions were gives 
her as an arm of the state, but she has 
Vetrayeil tho trust reposed In her. Had 
her officials or her citizens done their 
duty 
the 
commonwealth would not 


have been disgraced and her fair mime 
dishonored. 
People of this borough 


by fomenting murder and consorting 
with murderers have'not only violated 
the laws and obstructed thc^ adminis- 
tration ot justice, but In my 'Judgment 
have forfeited the hlph privilege of 
further 
acting as a governmental 


agency of the state. I therefore recom- 
mend tho enactment ot appropriate 
legislation providing for the dissolu- 
tion of boroughs, to the end that state 
agencies like the borough of Coatew- 
vllle, which set the laws at clofmnco 
and oiitrngr the pi'tico and rtlKnliy of 
tho commonwealth, may bo obliterated 
from umon« her orderly municipali- 
ties. 


Good .Ra*d«. 


Tho commonwealth ot Pennsylvania 


Is committed to a comprehensive sys- 
tem of Improved highways. A practical 
working plao has been adopt«tl which 
'deals fairly with all sections of tho 
Kate, according to-their respective 
needs'. The widusprotid. popular demand 
for Improved roada la unquestionable, 
Miil I euruuDlly urge thai the cohatUu- 
tlonnl amendment adopted unnnltnau/t- 
ly at tlio last acuaion ot tho .legisla- 
ture, which comes before you .for ac- 
tion al.thU session, have your prompt 
attention. In order., .that tho .subject 
may bo submitted To the people for 
ratlllcatlon, and that, there nmy be no 
duluy lit moetlni; the pressing"'•neces- 
aity Cor road Improvement, 


Public Utilities. 


In my Inaugural address I sato: 


"The profa'ont railroad commission has 
done well;'but, circumscribed as to 
Its limitations, It cannot fulfill tho 
present requirements 111 tlio treatment 
of the relations between tho .people 
and the public service corporations. 
Thorc-Hhould-bo a commission, vested 
with all possible power, to have the 
general supervision and control of the 
corporations and Individuals having 
to do with public utilities, and the 
present railroad commission should bo 
abolished. 
' 


"Properly conducted, this public ser- 


rice commission would create a better 
feeling; between the people land tlu) 
corporations, would 'keep these, com- 
panies within their lawful bounds and 
compel thorn to render to tho-publlc 
the reasonable and satisfactory ser- 
vice for which their-franchises were 
granted. It would prevent the build- 
ing 
o f unnecessary:, railroads • • and 


works, and the Issuance of obligations 
not fully represented by actual value 
given; It would protect these 'com- 
panies against unfair attacks,,while at 
the same tlrno the rights of ike-people 
•would he fully conserved. I recom- 
mend the euactmentinent of legisla- 
tion creating Buck a commission. It is 
desired by the people, and should be 
welcomed by. all fairly disposed .cor- 
porations." 


I renew that recommendation and 


earnetsly urge the early passage of a 
sane, sound, comprehensive and ef- 
fective 
public utilities law, framed 


along substantially the same lines as 
that drafted by Attorney General Bell, 
which failed of passage at the last 
session ot the general.assembly. There 
Is unquestionably a universal demand 
for the enactment of such .a statute. 
No doubt several- bills will be [Intro- 
duced concernlng'thls subject. I there- 
fore recommend the early retoiren.ce 
of all such proposed legislation to an 
active committee, which shall forth- 
with give Intelligent .consideration to 
the same, with a view of reporting to 
the legislature the best ot such pro- 
posed enactments, or If deemed wise, 
a new or composite bill, which «ha!l 
contain the bast urovUlons to b« cull- 


ed from any or all of those suggested 
bills and from the field of inch legis- 
lation In other states. 


Secretary of Internal Affair*. 


The .enactment of legislation pro- 


viding for the regulation of corpora- 
tions engaged In public service will 
conflict In some measure with an ex- 
ecutive department long since. estab- 
lished. Th« maintenance ot two de- 
partments with a common 
purpose 


would only serve to produce conflict 
of authority, duplication of work and 
unneceacary expenditure of 
public 


moneys. I therefore recommend that 
th* office of secretary of.Internal af- 
fairs be abolished by, constitutional 
amendment, and the powers of that 
official over such 
corporations 
be 


transferred to the public utilities com- 
mission, that the bureau of Industrial 
statistics be transferred to the de- 
partment of factory. Inspection,] .and. 
that the subject of land and! land 
grants be transferred to the depart- 
ment of agriculture or to-the depart- 
ment of forestry. 


Industrial Accident* Commission,, 
I transmit herewith the report of 


tho Industrial accidents commission, 
appointed under, the provisions of the 
act ot June 14,'i»ll, P. L. 817. 
The 


subject of this report li important In 
every etvllUeti ^community, but Is of 
peculiar Importance In Pennsylvania, 
because of tho pro-eminent position of 
our state In the.Industrial work ol1 the 
world. The report deserves especial 
attention, because, of the I net that it 
comes from .a commission made up ot 
men who represent diverse Interests, 
who have nil given the subject thought 
antl study betova .their appointment, 
and who, after many months of work, 
are unanimous yii their conclusions. 
This unanimity In men of their char- 
acter and standing speaks eloquently 
for the sincerity "of their efforts anil 
the fairness of their work. Further- 
more, the constant publicity which the 
commission gave to its work,.ajid the 
frequent hearings which it gave'to ail 
Interests, show-"that It has been in 
close touch with the general sentiment 
of the people of tiio stated. 


In the appointment of the commis- 


sioners 1 did not consider, and In somo 
cases did not kn<|w, the political views 
of tho men appointed. It la.my earnest 
bopc that the:-matter will be dealt 
with by the legislature In'the same 


i non-partisan spliMt. 
• 


I strongly urge the enactment of tho 


workman's compensation bill, and the 
other related bills Included Jn tho re- 
port of the commission, -:wltho«t- any 
change in their etssentlal features, and 
•without delay, especially the bill regu- 
lating tho «mplojTncnt of'women and 
children. 


Mines. 


I renew the recommendations con- 


tained In my Inaugural address, that 
tho department of-mines, be reorgan- 
ized so as to include within Its super- 
vision all subjects relating to , mines 
and mining of all kinds, and matters 
kindred or'inclu'cntal thereto, The bt- 
tmnlnous mine law, enacted 
nfc th 


session of 1911, has been the means 
of reducing accidents In 1013 by at 
least IE per cent as-compared with 
the number In 1911. 


The commission appointed to codify 


the anthracite mine laws .will report 
to the general assembly vat an early 
date/and I'recommend that, the pro- 
posed code have your early consider- 
ation.

Department of jUabor andfjnduatry; 
Pennsylvania ranks high among the 


states, of the Union in her^manufac- 
torles. In encouraging the: establish- 
ment and development of-these Indus- 
tries.tlie state .has. not alone ..encour- 
aged capital, but has sought to sur- 
round the toller with her,'.',protecting 
care. As our manufactories Increase 
and competition becomes keener, the 
need ot that care grows greater "with 
the passing of the years: I therefore 
suggest that you consider the advisa- 
bility of creating a department of la- 
bor and Industry, rrhoae chief concern, 
anil duty it would be to enforce fear- 
lessly and honestly the laws of the 
state protecting .labor, and to collect 
statistics, the study ot which would 
result on wiser and more efficient la- 
bor laws. Snch a department, If creat- 
ed, should include the department of 
factory inspection and the bureau of 
industrial statistics.

Classified Direct Inheritance Taxes. 
Tho'. legislative! committee, for the 


revision of the corporation and reve- 
nue laws reported-to the .general As- 
sembly in 1911 -a/resolution proposing 
an amendment to the constitution per- 
mitting the "subjects of .taxation" to 
be "classified for the purpose of laying 
graded or progressive taxes." The res- 
olution wag pasted at the last session 
ot the general assembly. See Pamphlet 
Laws of 1911, P. 1167.1 recommend it» 
adoption, so that it may be submitted 


to the people "for ratification.' Pennsyl- 
vania, as early as 1826, -recognized the 
wisdom of such taxes as respects col- 
lateral inheritances, and the act of 
1897, which sought to apply It to direct 
inheritance*, was decided to be a vio- 
lation of the constitution, Which re- 
quires that taxes shall be uniform 
upon the same clasa ot subjects^ etc. 


Corporate Tax Settlements. 
• '. 


.The proper regulation of corporate 
tax settlement is a matter that calls 
ifor the most careful efforts on . the 
part of the state. While this, work 111; 
the auditor general's: office Is done as; 
well as could be expected under the 
present system, yet great Improve- 
ment can be made by providing for 
the creation of a tax board—to consist 
of three officials, two of whom should 
be learned in the law, and the other 
an accountant—which 
should have 


charge, of .. such tax settlements, the 
vote-of. a majority 
thereof to de- 


termine th« settlement, subject, how- 
ever, to the approval and settlement of 
the auditor general and state treas- 
urer, aa Is now required by law. Fur- 
thermore, the.'Queation,of appeals from, 
such, settlements .should'be strictly 
regulated. No corporation should be 
.permitted to :addnce evidence, on an 
appeal from a tax settlement other 
than the erldonoe' submitted at the 
time of the original settlement or of a 
resettlement 
I believe that If tax set- 


tlements and appeals therefrom were 
put upon a business-like basis. It would 
result In greatly increased revenue to 
the commonwealth. These matters are 
submitted for your earnest consider- 
ation. 


Liquor La<wa. 


I recommend for your consideration 


the aowmdnieut of our liquor laws in 
several respects. Because of the .wide- 
spread abuse of the privilege, and for 
the well-being',of our villages, towns 
and cities, I believe that an act should 
bo passed forbidding social and other 
dubs.to dispense liquors to their mem- 
bers, or others, during those days and 
times, when, under existing laws, li- 
censed sfcloons and hotels are forbid- 
den to sell Hiiuors to their customers, 
I- also believe that such clubs should 
be required to obtain licenses for the 
sale of liquors, In the same manner as 
Hotels are no^r required to be licensed. 
And, to correct another existing evil— 
to prevent /what amounts, practically, 
to, an Indiscriminate sale of. liquors by 
tlvo. travoUug^ageutB of brewers, dis- 
tillers and other . .wholesale dealers 
directly to -.consumers—I recommend 
such further:regulation:and. -restriction 
in,, tho sale .of Il.ciuors by wholesale as 
shall forbid th«> solicitation of orders 
by any. traveling agent of .sock.,-whole- 
sale dealers, from any and all per- 
sons except duly licensed retailers. 


Non-Partirun Elections. ' 


I have long entertained the belief 


that the nomination and election ot 
municipal a-nd county oflicers, and. es- 
pecially of judges, should be non-parti- 
san, and I therefore recommend that 
our election laws be amended so as 
to provide for the nomination of such 
officers at non-partisan primary elec- 
tions and- their subsequent 'election 
upon a non-partisan balloti 


Woman Suffrage. 


I recommend that appropriate legis- 


lation be enacted, to the end that the 
voters may be given an opportunity to 
decide, by tlio submission 'to them of 
a constitutional amendment whether 
or hot women shall have the right of 
suffrage in. Pennsylvania. ' 


Financial Institutions—Liquidation. 


' Attention1 lS;ttgain called to the pres-, 
ent inadequate .and expensive manner 
of lltiuiaatiug 
financial 
institutions 


that, have been compelled to pass into 
the ..control :of receivers. It Is essen- 
tial, that the present evil be corrected; 
and I therefore recommend that the 
department of banking be required to 
take possession of such Institutions 
when in a state, of Insolvency, to wind 
lip their affairs promptly, and with the 
least, possible expanse; as is the sys- 
tem.under which such Institutions are 
liquidated by the national government. 
Such ..an enactment would inore ' ef- 
fectually guard the Interests of the 
depositors, creditors and shareholders. 


Bondu, Stocks, Etc, 


In my inaugural address 1 called at- 


tention to the necessity of the state 
exercising jurisdiction over the" issu- 
•.M* ot obHgattonn by public utility 
corporations', to the end that such obli- 
gations should represent actual value. 


I renew that recommendation, with 


the further recommendation that every 
corporation, company,. copartnership 
or association, organized, proposed to 
be organized, or which shall hereafter 
be organized, within or without this 
state, whether incorporated or unin- 
corporated, shall not be permitted to 
sell or negotiate for the sale of. any 
bonds, stocks or . other evidences : of 
property or intaroat in. ito*l£ or 


otner company, unless subject to regu- 
lation and supervision by the proper 
departments of the commonwealth, to 
the end that such securities shall rep- 
resent actual value only. 


Systems of Rural Credits. 


Attention is called to the fact that, 


under the auspices of the Southern 
Commercial Congress, a commission, 
to consist of two delegates from each 
state, will visit Burcao .during the 
present year to study systems of ruro.1 
credits and agricultural finance. 


Pennsylvania should be represented 


In this work;: and I recommend that 
legislation be enacted authorizing the 
appointment of two delegates to rep- 
resent the state in the .deliberations 
of the commission, and to embody the 
results of their investigation, in. & re- 
port to the general assembly, with a 
view to the establishment in this com- 
monwealth of a sound system ot rural 
credits and agricultural finance. 


Woman'B Industrial Hame., 


In my judgment the pcna^ system of 


the commonwealth should-be extended 
so as to provide',for the creation and 
establishment of an. industrial and ed- 
ucational reformatory ."for • young wo- 
men between the" aged of. fifteen and 
thirty.'We have such an institution— 
the Pennsylvania Industrial Reforma- 
tory; at. Huntingdon—for; young: male 
offenders;, but, under existing laws, 
women must be. imprisoned with male' 
criminals in our •jails' and penitentiar- 
ies. Obviously, such joint, imjiris'on- 
ment must terlously interfere with, if 
not entirely defeat, the. reformation of 
such young women, which is the; chief 
object ot their Incarceration. 


Western Penitentiary. 


Attention Is called to the a.ct of 


March S-, 1911, P. L. 32, providing for 
the selection and purchase of a tract 
of land and the erection thereon of 
buildings for the western penitentiary. 


This highly .meritorious 
plart 
for 


ameliorating the condition of coiavicts 
and treating them in a humane man- 
ner is commended .everywhere. 
The 


board of Inspectors charged with the 
responsibility of carrying this work to 
completion has made much progress. 


I call this subject to your attention 


and recommend that an appropriation, 
he made in "order that there may'be 
no delay in the accomplishment of 
this commendable purpose. 


Inventory of Water Resources. 
I 


Power-producing 
combustibles are 


on the wane. Competent experts fre- 
quently raise their voice in prophesy 
of the date when coal will have been 
exhausted. 
The people realize the 


seriousness of the situation and de- 
mand that the water resources o£ the 
state shall receive the attention,' of 
the commonwealth. 


To Pennsylvania remains this one 


great resource. The state would be 
faithless to the trust reposed in. it if 
this heritage were to be neglected. It 
is not possible to shift the responsibil- 
ity to a .private corporation or cor- 
porations. There L*. but one course to 
pursue in the interests of all the peo- 
ple, and that Is for the state to make 
.an inventory of. its water resources, 
stream by stream, valley by valley, 
and district by district. 


The state should determine where 


reservoirs may be constructed to min- 
imize floods, to store water for power, 
transportation and 
supply purposes 


and to Increase, the low water flow of 
the streams for the benefit oE naviga- 
tion .and the improvement 01! the pur- 
ity and potability-.of the waters. 


. I ,am opposed to granting the right 


of eminent domain to water or other 
power companies. Furthermore, with 
respect to granting land patents, I 
take the position that the state should 
retain, its ownership of the numerous 
vacant islands in the Susq.uelianna. and 
the other rivers of the state, since 
Pennsylvania may. want- to make use 
of the streams and the islands in con- 
nection with the conservation of re- 
sources. 


Fore»try. 


The experience of older countries Is 


that a well maintained and well de- 
veloped forest Is a never failing re- 
source 
and an asset of increasing 


value. The preservation of tne. wild 
life of the commonwealth—the game, 
flsh, and especially Insectivorous birds 
—iii dependent upon the forests.' The 
denuded1 mountain is of ho value in 
conserving 
and 
maintaining a full 


stream supply. The health conditions 
of the state are augmented favorably 
by the-presence of large areas of for- 
est. Pennsylvania BO-W' owns -982,337 
acres of timberland, which is being 
developed into good forest. I recom- 
mend, that liberal appropriations be 
made for the continuance of this valu- 
able work. 
' 


United State* Senatora. 


The congress of> the United States, 


on. Monday, the 4th, day ol Deeemhei, 


1911, passed a joint resolution prope*- " 
ing an amendment to the constitution 
providing that senators shall be elect- 
ed by the people of the several states, 
and has sent the same to the gover- 
nors ot th«.several state* of the Union 
to be presented, to the legislature*. I 
therefore submit to you a certified 
copy of the joint resolution for your 
consideration- and action.

Anniveraary Battle of Gettysburg. 
Attention it called to the act of June 


14, 1911,: P.;L. 286, creating » com- 
mission to provide for the observance 
of the fiftieth anniversary .of the bat- 
tle of Gettysburg, which.act makes jm 
appropriation of 450,000 to carry on 
the p.reliminary,\w:6r]c'of the commis-'.
